Curtii Island ia. oaJ led the I ngtr-port 
for irltiiw palalng ihroigh tha Sdait. 
It 19 daacribe,d aa having a; the south 
cod a square summit lUtTo feet high, 
iu aU'Jg-iO B.a.wni, *Ji- 4S W. of- 
Sydney. Tu the norlh k alopei away- 
like a ihot, and ia railed, tbertfnMi, by 
the sealers. TKt Supper. Tiro aUtir-lcrif 
rock a, each M0 feet high, lie il mile* 
off ita southern end. The highest point 
of the largest nland in Htjgan a tnravp if 
in SfNS'tH S. aad tYlS'lS W. of 
Sydney, and 43(1 feet high. It ia mut- 
inied hy dogs left by aealan, lhat are 
i|iiite wild.

11 
a valley, which brenke through the pro- 
montory ; on I he north of it tbea Monul 
Wilaon, abrupt and inell wooded (o the 
height of 21S0 feet. Enormous Widen 
of granite cover the aotrUktrn ridge, A 
rivulet and. it way frtrW it to Waterloo 
Bay, which io the middle' his twelve fm- 
thonu muddy bottom , it U four ntllci 
from the aouth end uf the proinonltuy, 
and there ia no good anchorage between.
